JjIKE all good and helpful provisions of the law divorce is often 


abused. 
When people are light-minded they want change in 


marriage as in all else, and they have It. A deal depends on the law- 
yer consulted In divorce proceedings. No honest counselor will take 
a easy unless ho really-believes a divorce is best for both. I don't 
think a woman ought to seek a divorce just to keep peace. 


You can't get two people just alike. Eacli one of the married pair 


should study the other. Married women and men ought to bear any 


of the small troubles of life through the use 'of kind treatment and 
encouragement. 


My definition of married love is that it is a little bit different 


from ordinary love. Real love is the kind married people feel for 
each other in spite of the passing of youth and bloom. It is an even 
mixture of friendship and good comradeship. 
Unless the love of a 


married couple is based on that, it dies out quickly. I can't see why 
marriage should ever be entered into without love back of it. A wo- 
man who marries without love sells Herself as much as a woman 
who gives herself up when she is not married. 


As to which of the two parents should have the children in a 


case of divorce, I think the cause ought to b'e sufficiently real so that 
it could be easy to see which parent was best able to care for the 
children. 
. 


There are more divorces today than ever before, because it is 


easier to get them. The courts have continually added to the causes 
for divorce. Because a country doesn't grant many divorces does not 
mean necessarily, an Increase of happiness. That is where the mercy 
of divorce comes in. Then again, women are getting better able to, 
support themselves and their children, and will not put up with 
the abuse that they did formerly. 


It is inevitable, as long as society, or a portion of It, is frivolous, 


for frivolous people, to find their own level and of things that, while 
they may be perfectly innocent inherently, cause people to talk. I 
believe that the people talked about in divorce cases are the ex- 
ceptions, however. I think to the middle class the home love Is just 
as deep and the family life is just as strong as it ever was. 


I'm not hopeful that there Is any cure for the divorce evil. More- 


over, it is a hecessnry evil at best, though the whole principle of it is 
wrong unless ve'ry carefully guarded. 1 do not lay the entire blame of 
divorces at the man's door. I believe that some women sow their 
wild oats just the same as a man. 
I don't like the idea of marry- 


ing after divorce.

In any position while being crystalliz- 
ed, and the act of crystallization may 
affect only parts of that carbon. When 
the expert cutter has a rough diamond 
before him he judges almost instantly 
how it will cut .to the greatest ad- 
vantage. 
If It Inclines to the. pear 


shape he will, make a pear shaped dia- 
mond of it. if It he square or round 
the cutting will folow the natural lines 
as closely as possible, so that the loss 
may be reduced to a minimum.'

To make the stone as brilliant as 


possible Ihe diamond cutter cuts many 
facets so as to refract the light from 
as maijy points as he can. A full cut 
brilliant has at least forty-eight facets, 
and so expert are^thc cutters tbjit.tu.oy 
often cut diamonds so small that It re- 
quires n .hundred'to weigh a: carat. 
Bach has forty-eight facets.—Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer.

covered and became renowned the 
world over as a saline cathartic. This, 
combined wllh the sulphurous Iron 
waler of the Putnam spring, made 
Saratoga Springs famous as the liad- 
Ing health resort of Ihe United States; 
The remainder of the thirly-llvo min- 
eral springs were discovered from time 
lo lime, and all'have a wide therapeu- 
tic application In Ihe treatment of al- 
most all chronic diseases and are di- 
vided Into four groups according tc 
Ihcir component parts. These'group* 
are: First, sodlc. murlalcd. alkaline, 
saline, cathartic: second, sodlc. calcic, 
uluriatcd. alkaline saline: third, cha- 
lybeale: 
fourth; sulphur.— National
